I have done this for years for CW.. A small CHEAP 1.5-2" 
speaker in a piece of PVC pipe or a cardboard tube, face the 
speaker down. Send the tone you want to hear to the speaker. 
Raise or lower the tube over a hard surface and you will 
rapidly hear it when you hit a resonant column of air. Works 
great and lasts as long as the tube (cardboard) lasts. 
Support it however you like. You can put it in another tuned 


cavity to get more reduction of any side tones..

I've used the Antenna Specialists 2m monoband on-glass mount on my 89 
Voyager for the past 13 years. It has served me well and since I have 
not performed any A vs B testing on the vehicle, I really don't know how 
good/bad it really is. I've also used the 2m and 2m/70cm on-glass that 
are available at R/S. They have also work satisfactorily for me, but, 
the adhesive on the whip foot tends to come off in a couple of years. 
The Antenna Specialists mount is held with epoxy. 


I have not used the Larson on-glass mounts, I just know that they say 
they use a low impedance coupling rather than the simple series 
Capacitance used in other on-glass mounts. Could be better, someone else 
may want to comment on them. 


A couple of cautions for on-glass antennas for any type of usage. 
1. Many vehicles have a darkened band across the top of the windshield, 


this may be simply colored plastic on the safety glass interface or it 
could be a metallic oxide. I don't know how to tell just by looking as 


to what is what. If it's the latter, it might as well be tin foil. It 
will really mess up the operation of the system by drastically changing 
the value of the capacitance between the interior tuning box and the 
outside whip. When I worked in the mobile communications business for a 
while we would use a capacitance meter and a pair of inch square brass 
plates. We taped on plate on the inside and one plate on the outside and 
then measured the value of capacitance between them. If it came close to 
what you would expect for that size plate with auto glass as the 
dielectric you were ok. 


2. The other caution is just as bad and not as easy to spot. Some car 
makers were making a type of glass where they were sputtering a very thin 
layer of metal on the interface between the two pieces of glass in the 
safety glass. This was to reduce UV penetration into the vehicle. This 
is transparent in the visible spectrum but just like tin foil to RF. One 
name I have heard of is Clear-Vu and it was used on Ford products. They 
even patterned it to make a front window defroster that had nothing 
visible. I don't know if that type of glass is still being used or not. 
I recall it being on Ford and GM products in the early 90's. The way I 
was told to tell if the windows had that treatment was to look across the 
glass, as in almost 90 degrees from looking directly into the glass, and 
if the glass has a metallic glint (gold, copper, or silver) it is that 
type of glass. I guess the capacitance between the two brass plates 
could be used here also, just haven't tried it.

The Koch method relies on two basic ideas: 


1) do not give yourself enough time to count dots and dashes 


2) start with a small set of letters, and keep adding new ones 
while continuing practicing the already learned ones 


For achieving nr. 1 not only the character (Farnsworth) speed counts, 
but also the overall speed. Say if you used a character speed of say 20 
wpm, but an overall speed of only 5 wpm then you had pretty long breaks 


inbetween the letters -- long enough to mentally recall the just heard 
character and start counting. From what I read, the crucial overall speed 
is somewhere around 10 to 12 wpm. Make sure you stay above that. 


I myself started with 14 wpm overall speed and 16 or 18 wpm character 
speed. But I varied the speeds, sometimes going up to 20 overall and 24 
character speed. Interestingly, on some days I found it easier to go 
faster than to go slower (e.g., at 18/22 instead of 14/16). Maybe that is 
because then I went far beyond the point where you can count, forcing 
myself even more to do it right. You may interpret that as a proof that 
the Koch method is indeed the right way to go. 


That is just my personal experience. It worked very well for me. But it 
will be interesting to hear from other people and their experiences.

To my mind the fundamental question to ask the students is ‘what do you want 
to do with the code"? Answer that and you can determine how to proceed. 


If the folks learning the code plan to actively use CW then ignore any 
Farnsworth spacing adjustments and start out at 15 or 20 WPM. The short term 
pain may be higher, but the long term gains are tremendous. 


Alternately, if you group is going for the code test to get more privileges 
and will then never use it again, go for 15 WPM with Farnsworth, giving an 
effective speed of 7 or 5 WPM. 


Learning Morse is all about ‘wanting to' and not about ‘having to' and there 
are three things that will help, Practice, Practice and Practice. Ideally at 
least two 15-30 minute sessions a day. 


The Koch method is very much a personal method and varies dramatically from 
student to student, so be prepared to teach each student at their own pace!

Paul, there are many references to Helmholtz resonators on the web. An 
empty bottle or a noisy seashell is an example. The air in the neck of the 
bottle provides the mass and the interior volume provides the spring for 
an acoustic equivalent to a spring-mass oscillator or resonator. 

Another resonant structure is a tube, such as an organ pipe. Its resonance 
modes are similar to electrical transmission lines. There's a simple 


formula (which I can't remember right now) that includes a correction for 
the open end(s) of the tube. 

Ed Loranger <we6w@qsl.net> has done some work on single- and double-tuned 
acoustic 

resonators to improve reception as reported on qrp-l some years ago

greetings, 


I haven't located any scrap coroplast (corrugated plastic) yet for use in making 
spreaders for my feedline, but tried some thin straws, slightly larger diameter 
than coffee stirrers and after a small numbered drill through each side, the thin 
teflon wire passed thru just fine. A dab of liquid nails in each straw end holds 
the wire fine. 


However, the teflon wire is all over the place, so I suspect that handling this 
stuff in the field may prove more than interesting. Time to look into some light 
two conductor insulated wire or perhaps a section of ribbon cable for feedline. I 
just don't think the ribbon cable will hold up in the field as it wasn't designed 
for much stress at all. 


In case anyone is interested, the focus lately is all around Steve Weber's AT 
Sprint rig. I want to build a very light station for backpacking. This includes 
building my BLT into an altoids tin (or perhaps one of the whitman tins) and 
providing a pencil case that will hold the rig, tuner, battery pack, and paddles.
